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"At the end of October i974, (Neuyen Van Song), vice chairman of Tien Giang Province, 
merged my unit into the 550th hegiment of the military region's 5th Division, I was 

then a three-star sergeant. In 1976, One-Star Col (la Van Sieng), commander of the 5th 
Division, promoted me to warrant offieer charged with platoon command duty. 

"In February 1977 One-Stis Col (Lu Van Sieng) sent me to study politics in (Vong Kao) 
with Three-8tar Lieut (lu Van Vinh), an officer from Hanoi, as instructor, MThree-star 
Lieut (Lu Van Vinh) sald: Kampuchea does not follow the path of the Vietnamese Communist 
Party. The KCP has refused to respect the VCP, which is the biggest brother in Indo- 
china, Moreover, the KCP has obstinately refused to be dominated by the VCP. Therefore, 


the VCP plans to attack Kampuchea and force it to Join the VCr-dominated Indochina

"(Lu Van Vinh) stressed: According to our Vietnamese Communist Party's strategic line,

[Text] Vietnamese Prime Minister Pham Van Dong has indicated his strong determination 

to develop relations between his country and Thailand, He told the leader of Thailand's 
first trade mission to Vietnam, Deputy Commerce Minister Prok Amaranan, during a 45-minute 
meeting at the Vietnamese government house on Friday evening that his government will

Chances of developing economic relations between the two countries are promising, Prok 
said yesterday. "The visit of the trade delegation would pave the way for wider economic

Deputy leader of the delegation, Deputy Minister of Agriculture and Cooperatives Aphon 
Siphiphat, said that the visit would lead to better cooperation in agricultural and 


fishery development, 


Board of Trade President Op Wasurat also said that the visit would open the way for the 
two countries to start direct trade, 


Prok disclosed that Vietnam has offered to sell coal, coffee, timber and mineral ore in 
exchange for maize, rice, cotton, synthetic yarn, tapioca products, asphalt and medicine 


from Thailand, 


The Vietnamese prime minister told the Thai mission that "Thailand, as well as Vietnam, 
are cooperating with many countries in the world, both near and far, so there is no reason 
why our two countries, aS neighbours, Should not cooperate, This is one of the basic 


policies of my government. 


‘Probably you are already aware that the VietnameSe people try all possible means to 
achieve a target we have set for ourselves, Some say that the target we are aiming at is 
more difficult to reach than the moon.

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Another important topic discussed was the banking agreement. Thailand and the SRV will 
begin banking contacts.

[Text] After 30 years of war, Vietnam needs several kinds of geods which Thailand has 

to offer. For example, it wants a minimum of 50,000 tons of maize. We told Vietnamese 
officials that our time in Hanoi was limited, as we have to go to Japan on Monday [5 June]. 
They demonstrated their sincerity by staying up as late as 0300 to draft a contract, We 
agreed on all aspects of the maize contract--the amount, price and delivery schedule, The 
Vietnamese officials said they must consult with their banking experts as to when letters 
of credit can be issued to us and as te what the payment terms would be. There is no 
problem in this regard, however, because our deputy commerce minister told me that the 
Vietnamese side is ready to purchase the maize and will cable me within a few days. 


Vietnam also wants our tapioca products--in pellet, strip and flour form. We agreed to 
buy 8,000 tons of coal from Vietnam .t a value of about 15 to 16 million baht. Due to 

a shortage of lumber in Thailand, we have been buying it from Malaysia and Indonesia, 

We asked the Vietnamese if they had lumber. They told us they had plenty. We told them 
we had a large surplus of gunny bags this year and offered to sell them 5 million. They 
agreed to consider our preposal. They could not give an immediate response because they 
first had to check with their three gunny bag factories located in three different cities 
to determine their jute production this year and requirements for gunny bags. They agreed 
to our proposed price and did not at’ empt to bargain, 


Vietnam is also interested in fishing. We told them we had about 20,000 [as heard] mod- 
ern fishing trawlers and that our annua! catch ranked seventh in the world, Vietnam wants 
our fishing expertise.

[Text] Trade between Thailand and Vietnam jumped by another 1,000 million baht following | 
the trade visit to Hanoi by a Thai team lead by Deputy Commerce Minister Prok Amaranan,. 


The volume included about 500 million baht worth of various types of yarn, well-over 
120 million baht worth of maize, a huge amount of broken rice grade-a-one and 5 million 


gunny lags. 


Thailand failed to reach a purchase agreement for marin. products from Vietnam, as the 
prices put forward were higher than those sold [as published] to Japan, Hong Kong and 
Singapore. But the Vietnamese authorities promised to reconsider the matter again. 


The main problem the two negotiating teams encountered concerned the financing of the 
trade, because Vietnamese trading corporations were not in the position to either pay cash | 
for the purchase of products from Thailand or pay on a short-term credit of about 1 year. 


Some of the trade deals between traders of the two countries still pended further ’ 
negotiations and Thai traders optimistically said that Vietnamese counterparts would 
agree to buy products from Thailand through correspondence. In return, Thailand | 
expected to buy 10,000 tons of anthracite coal worth about 10-million baht from Vietnam. 


Some of the tradings which have not yet been concluded are the sale of motor vehicles of 
Siam Motors, flucrite, and the purchase of zine ingot and zinc coarse. 


Following a 3-day mission to Hanoi to negotiate with the Vietnamese trade team led by ) 
Vietnamese Deputy Minister for Foreign Trade Nguyen Chanh, the delegations of two : 
countries also exchanged discussions on ways and means to develop trade relations while ' 
identifying areas of economic and technical cooperation. 


Apart from an initial agreement to exchange technical know-how, experts and facilities in | 
the field of agriculture, representatives of the two countries also discussed the banking i 
systems of their respective countries. Both the Vietnamese State Bank and the Bank for 

Foreign Trade said they wanted to finance their respective corporations and asked the 
Bank of Thailand and Thailand's state-owned Krung Thai Bank to be their counterparts. 


Concerning the agreement on trade, economic and technical cooperation between Thailand ‘ 
and Vietnam signed in Bangkok ou 11 January this year, the trade delegations of the two 

countries agreed that they hold the first meeting of a joint committee under Article : 
10 of the agreement as soon as possible, but the exact date had to be fixed. 


In the meantime, the two delegations have decided to set up a special technical committee 
to survey potentials and tc recommend to the joint committee, effective measures of 
cooperation in the field of fishery with a view to utilizing such potentials for the mutual 
benefit of both countries. They agreed that a meeting of the committee would be held as 
soon as possible.

{Text ] One might ask whether the trade mission to Vietnam last week led by Dep’ ty Commerce 
Minister Prok Amaranan was a success or a failure, I would say that it will succeed in the 
long run, but for the present, it is a failure, 


Why? Because no purchase agreement, on both sides, was signed on the spot, but all are 
pending further negotiations, either through correspondences or talks to be held either in 


Bangkok or in Ho Chi Minh City. 


Categorically, the Thai Government wants to have agricultural cooperation with Vietnam and 
to pave the way for further trade expansion while Thailand's private sector wants direct 
trade with their Vietnamese counterparts. The followings are resuits of the trade talks. 


Thai Fishery Chaiphon Association, under the leadership of Mr Phairot Chaiphon, cannot buy 
from the Vietnamese Marine Products State-Tradiing Corporation because the latter has stated 
that it was not given enough time to prepare, but was willing to take it into consideration 
and would later hold further talks either in Bangkok or Ho Chi Minh City. 


Dr Chokehai Aksaranan, who is the president of the Chemical Industries Club of Thailand, 
wanted to buy calcium carbide, acetylene gas, lime and ferrosilicon from Vietnam but he 
could only "initially" buy 10,000 tons of anthracite coal worth well over 10 million baht, 
The Vietnamere Mine Export State Trading Corporation has already signed a sales agreement 
with Thai traders which will be countersigned in Bangkok. 


For vehicle parts, Mr Yuat Loetrit, advisor of Siam Motors Company Ltd, could only offer 
local-made spareparts to Vietnam which expressed the intention to place orders but at the 
moment is not ready to sign an agreement due to lack of financial data. 


Chairman of the Rice Exports Association and also chairman of the Thai Maize and Produce 
Traders Association, 3aman Ophatwong, was in a better position to sell maize and broken 
rice A-l to Vietnam which initially agreed to buy 50,000 tons of maize and a huge amount 
of broken rice. Anyhow, the actual agreement on the matter weuld be finalized later. 


For Mr Pricha Tanprasoet, chairman of the Rice Committee of the Board of Trade of Thailand 
(BOT), who is also managing director of Thep Phanit Company Ltd, Vietnam expressed keen 
interest in purchasing large amounts of gunny bags from Thailand. Again, no agreement was 


reached during the talks in Hanoi. 


Mr Kanwan Tantiphonganan, managing director of Nanaphan Enterprise Company Ltd, stated that 
Vietnam was not in the position to pay cash for various types of beans from Thailand due 


to lack of purchasing power. 


Vietnam, rowever, took into consideration to buy electrical appliances and equipment follow- 
ing intensive talks with Mr Somchet Watthanasin, managing director of Siriwiwat (1972) 
Company Ltd. Another good sign for future trade, but not now, 


Although Mr Somyot Wanasawat, managing director of Atlantic Trading Company Ltd, pushed 
hard to sell a large amount of pharmaceutical products and asbestos pigment sheet, his 
Vietnamese counterparts refused t' sign an agreement on the spot, but only promised to 


consider his offers. 
For textiles, the sales director of Thai Melon Polyester Company Ltd, who was the only 
representative from the Thai Textile Manufacturing Association, expected to sell 10,000 


tons of yarns to Vievnam including 5,000 tons of cotton yarn, 2,000 tons of nylon yarn 
and 3,000 tons of polyester yarn totally worth about 500 million baht. 
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A big question mark remained on this matter. Vietnam could not pay cash to buy yarns 

or even pay a short-term credit for about one year. It asked whether it could pay under 
a long-term credit ranging from 3 to 5 years, I just wonder how can Thai traders seek 
financial supports from local banking institutes, 


It seems that "money" was the main obstacle for all trades relating to negotiations between 
Thailand and Vietnam in Hanoi last week. However, looking into the future, Thailand and 
Vietnam could become trading partners although the situation at present is blurred, 


As Vietnamese deputy minister of agrisulture Le Duy Trinh told Mr Prok, the visit of the 
Thai delegation was short, and Hanoi covered or even started. "Rut we believe that the 
first span of the bridge has been successfully mounted after which will foliow the secona, 
the third and the whole biidge of friendship and cooperation between our tow peoples 

and countries will be built on a long term and firm basis,’ said Mr Trinh, 


"Today, said the Vietnamese deputy minister, "Vietnam is completely liberated and unified, 
but in the aftermath of the war of Vietnam ir facing a iot of difficulties which require 
time to be solved. 


One question Mr Prok's patient and not pushing the Vietnamese into committing themselves 
into placing orders and signing agreements [as published]. Quoting Prime Minister 
Chamana's instruction before the trade mission left for Hanoi, Mr Prok said that the 
aim of this mission was not to "rape" Vietnam's "treasuries" but to strengthen trade 
relations and to pave the way for agricultural cooperation in the near future. On this 
line Mr Prok's mission was a great success. 


As Vietnamese Prime Minister Pham Van Dong said, the trade agreement signed in Bangkok 
on January 11, 1978 should be implemented tangibly and concretely. 1 should only add 
that "the sooner the better",

Lao officials will come to Thailand to discuss the details of the freight 

rate in the near future. Uppadit Panchariyangkun said the agreement on the goods transit 

valid for a period of 1 year and can be canceled by either side with a 3-month advance 

notice. 


He went on to say that Phoun Sipaseut, LPDR deputy prime minister and foreign minister, 
Signed the two agreements on behalf of the LPDR Government. The LPDR deputy prime 
minister and foreign minister was very pleased with the conclusion of the two agreements 
between Thailand and the LPDR, because it will give Thailand and Laos an opportunity te 
further strengthen bilateral relations. 


The foreign minister said he met with LPDR first Deputy Prime Minister and Finance 
Minister Nouhak Phoumsavan during his stay in Vientiane. According to the schedule, the 
foreign minister would meet with Prime Minister Kaysone Phomvihan, but the LPDR prime 
minister was not available due to official work cutside Vientiane. However, the foreign 
minister left the Thai prime minister's message with Nouhak Phoumsavan to pass to the 


LPDR premier. 
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the foreign minister, during his meeting with Nouhak Phoumsavan, exchanged views with 
the LPDR finance minister on relations and cooperation between the two countries, because 
both Thailand and Laos have a policy of promecting good bilateral relations. The Thai 
forcign minister also brought up the dentention of Thai nationals in Laos during his 
conversation with Nouhak Phoumsavan and asked the LPDR Government to expedite their 
release with Justice. The LPDR deputy prime minister told the Th 1 foreign minister 
that his government was still eathering documents pertaining to these people and would 
pay special attention to their case. The foreign minister also visited Nam Ngum Dam 


from which Thailand is buying electricity. 


The foreign minister said he had receiv d a warm and cordial reception during his visit 
to Laos. Asked if he had met with the Cambodian ambassedor to Vientiane, the foreign 
minister replied that he hed met with the ambassador, discussed with him the incidents 
Which took place along the Thai-Cambodian border and asked him to inform the Cambodian 
Government about those incidents. 


Expressing his concern over the situation along the border between the two countries, 
the foreign minister said that Thailand must defend its sovereignty and wants to retain 
good relations with Cambodia. This can be achieved through negotiations between the 
two countries. He said he had also asked the Cambodian ambassador to convey this view 
to the Canbsdian Government. 


The Cambodian ambassador told the foreign minister that his government also wanted to have 
good relations with Thailand and that Cambodian Deputy Prime minister Ieng Sary was now 
attending the UN meeting but would probably be able to visit Thailand.

The paper says: After months of turning a blind eye to the demon.trations of good will 
and the fair and reasonable proposals of the Government of the Socialist Republic of 
Vietnam, the Kampuchean authorities recently broke their silence by sending a note to 
the Vietnamese Government.

[Begin recording in Chinese fading into Cambodian translation] Ladies and gentlemen: 1] 
am a Hoa from Kampuchea. I was born in Kampuchea and grew up there. On 17 April 1975 
tne Kampuchean army entered Phnom Penh to the rejoicing of all people, including we Hoa 
residents. We warmly greeted the total victory of the Kampuchean revolution. However, 
as we were celebrating this occasion, all the inhabitants of Phnom Penh were crdered 

to evacuate the city. Everybody experienced dire distress. The people were forced to 
walk. Many had swollen legs and feet and could not take another step. Many children 
cried from hunger and to the despair of their exhausted parents because there was no 


food to feed then. 
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Some parents decided to leave their babies behind. But hardly had they laid them at 
the side of the road than these innocent sucklings were beaten and killed by the cruel 
Kampuchean soldiers, 


When T reached Stoung, I was sent to work in a cooperative where, half-starved, I toile 
all day long. We received only a strict ration of one milk can of rice per head, This 
was not enough even to prepare a thin rice soup. As for the work, it was so heavy that wo 
considered ourselves animals, Moreover, there were countless cases of summary executiv: 
end confiscation of property. During the exodus from Phnom Penh, anyone wearing a watch 
or having a bicycle, motorcycle or good clothes could be sure of being stopped and 

having all his possessions "borrowed" by the Kampuchean soldiers, 


Many Hoa people were scared because they knew that the midnight knock at the door meant 
certain death, 


It seemed to me as if Kampuchea's revolution did not need manpower; Chinese and Vietnamese 
residents as well as the Kampuchean people themselves were sent to live in the jungle 
where many of them were massacred in the most barbarous way, their heads smashed with 

hoeS Or Aax@Seee.. No need to waste a bullet, 


In this atmosphere vf terror, at the end of 1975 I decided to flee to Vietnam, The othe: 
members of my family were not so fortunate, 


When I first arrived in Vietnam I was lonely and in total despair. Thanks to the 
assistance of the Vietnamese revolution, I was given a job in a factory. 


From all of this, I wonder why, in the face of the persecution and massacre conducted 
by the Kampuchean authorities against Chinese residents, China has not voiced a word of 
protest, On the contrary, China has slanderously accused Vietnam of persecuting and 
drivine Cninese residents back to China, In my view, the abovementioned slander of thc 
Chinese side does not conform to reality, Vietnam and China are two socialist countries 
Why does China attempt to undermine Vietnam's socialist construction? 


In fact, Vietnam has no intention of persecuting the Chinese residents, Since the day 
I fled from Kampuchea and took refuge in Vietnam, I have witnessed only good treatment otf

Sometime later, Truong Chi 
Hong, another Hoa who was three times convicted of opium smuggling, also illegally 
crossed the border to the other side, Both were given a royal welcome, Then threats 
began to circulate among the Hoa community that anyone who stayed in Vietnam would be 
considered a traitor and duly punished, 


Radio Peking recently cited the case of a Hoa woman named Bao Le Quan, an employee of the 
state-run restaurant in Lao Cai town whom the radio said had been robbed of everything, 
from a pair of shoes to a nailcutter before she left for China, 
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Mrs Nguyen Thi Phe, a long-time staff mumber at this restaurant who has known the girl 
from her infancy said: Bao Le Quan is the daughter of an agent of Chiang Kai-shek's 
Kuomintang. The Vietnamese authorities sent her to school like any other Vietnamese 
child, Later she was admitted to a local agricultural coop, which soon sent her to an 
accountancy course, But Quan chose to work at the restaurant. She was known to many 
as a lazy girl who showed no enthusiasm for her work, Before returning ‘c China she 
Sold her cumbersome things and purchased any portable valuables she could lay her hands 
on, 


To top it off, she stole 170 dong from the restaurant. The theft was discovered only 
after she left, But that is not all. She had agreed to sell a vacuum flask to a neighbour 
for 30 dong. She took the money but went without delivering the flask, 


Then there is the case of an insane Chinese-born youth from Lao Cai who was used to 
discredit Vietnam. Senior Lieutenant Vu The Truyen of the Vietnamese border police 
Station in Lao Cai said the young man, who had left for China a long time before was 
Suddenly seen on the Vietnamese side of the border river. He waded up and down the 
river, singing, dancing and tearing off his clothes. Then went in the direction of 
Hokou on the Chinese side of the border. Chinese propaganda presented him as a victim 
of the "plunder policy of Vietnam which left the young man with only a few rags." 


On 29 May, only a few days after Radio Peking's "denunciation," this disturbed youth again

The Vietnamese diplomat declined comment when asked whether his government would make 
representations with the Philippine Government for the repatriation of the four captives, 
one of whom was reportedly shot and wounded when he attempted to escape. 


The 85 refugees led by a former lieutenant in the Saigon army sailed aboard a wooden 
boat along with the four troopers into Bataan Province just across Manila Bay, last May 23. 


The wounded hostage, identified in Manila news reports as Le Long, swam back to the 
vessel after he was shot with a .38 cal. revolver reportedly by one of the refugees, 


said to be a former policeman. 


At least 150 refugees have escaped to the Philippines from Vietnam in recent days, 
including 13 who were rescued from their sinking vessel May 29 by the nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier USS Enterprise in the South China Sea, about 100 miles (160 kms.) west 


of the U.S, Subic Naval Base. 
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
